of fatal and other accidents due to 
modern traffic conditions still goes on, and 
those whose business it is to make the 
streets safe for users are powerless to 
enforce obvious regulations which would 
put an effective brake on the growin 
total of road accidents. This accident toll 
has grown to such an extent during the 
past two or three years that not only the 
authorities but the public are becoming 
alarmed, and calling out for legislative 
effect to be given to the proposals for the 
regulation of the traffic which are 
embodied in a bill which was introduced 
into the Dail over eighteen months ago. 
While a traffic Act would, no doubt, be 


better control of traffic, something more 
than legislation is required to ensure the 
safety of the highways. The imposition 
of speed limits has been urged by many 
authorities as one of the best preventives 
of road accidents, but there appears to 
be little chance of such a measure doing 
much to reduce accidents ; for if the facts 


appurent that most of the accidents would 
have occurred even though a speed limit 
was in foreé. The true solution of the 
problem lies with every user of the road— 
until each and every user of the road has 
absorbed a road sense the problem will 
continue, but in the meantime much might 
be done which would prevent most 
accidents. 


THE PREVENTION OF ROAD 
ACCIDENTS. 


Road accidents would be reduced by a 
substantial percentage if it were definitely 
established that traffic on the main road 
has the right of way. At present a car 
may, and frequently does, sweep into the 
main road from a side turning without a 
pause or even a blast of the horn. 
Cutting in is a bad enough fault, but at 
least the following motorists can see what 
is happening and act accordingly. But 
there is little chance of avoiding a smash 
if, completely without warning, a vehicle 
shoots out in front of one’s car from a 
cross-road. It is hardly to be expected 
that drivers on a main road should slow 
down for every insignificant side ‘turning. 
There appears to be some curious reluct- 
ance on the part of official bodies and 


‘motoring organisations to commit them- 


selves on this point, but there is no reason 
whatever why main road priority should 
not be universally accepted as the keep- 
to-the-left rule is. |

THE IMPATIENT DRIVER'S 
TEMPTATION. 


The temptation to impatient drivers to 
cut in would to some extent be removed if 
motorists would be more particular in 
keeping to the left, particularly if they 
want to drive slower than the regt of the 
traffic. A particularly frequent source of 
obstruction, and accident too, is the 
common practice of a driver to pull out 
as if to overtake a ’bus, and then, his 
judgment or courage failing him, he 
remains behind the bus, but in the 
middie of the road. If he decides not to 
pass, he should get in to the left again; 
if he really wants to pass, he should do 
so without delay. 

Just a little consideration by those on 
wheels for those on foot and vice versa 
would put an end to a great deal of the 
present traffic trouble, if the motorists re- 
membered not to hustle walkers on country 
roads where there is no footpath; to puti 
up behind a tramear crowd and to give 
priority to pedestrians crossing a side road 
when the motorist is about to turn into it. 
Then the pedestrian, on his part, should 
remember to walk on the right side of a 
road that has no footpath and on the left 
of a pavement, and he will thus face the 
oncoming traffic. In the cities and towns 
the pedestrian should make a point of 
crossing the road at the recognised places, 
he might look before he leaves the pave- 
ment and remember that it may be easier 
for him to pause for half a minute than 
it is for the driver of a car to brake hard 
and swerve his car in order to avoid knock- 
ing him down. As to cyclists they should 
not. ride more than two abreast and mount 
a rear lamp at night; and if, when they 
form part of a stream of traffic which is 
held up, they gave way to the motor car 
instead of forming a string in front of the 
first car in the line it would mean a rapid 
clearing of the traffic jam. | 

Consideration for others would play a 
big part in solving the traffic conjestion, 
it would reduce the yearly toll of avoid- 
able accidents and make life on the high.

he defendant traversed the claim, and 
pleaded that if the deposit receipt was lodged 
the late James J.° Reilly created a joint 
tenancy between himself and her, so that the 
money should belong to them equally during 
their joint lives, and should pass to the 
successor absolutely; and also that the late 
James J. Reilly declared himself a trustee of 
the money for himself during his life and for 
the defendant if she survived him. 

Mr. A. E. Wood, K.C., Mr. Price, K.C., 
Mr. E. J. Kelly, K.C., and Mr. Bacon (in- 
structed by Mr. D. J. Reilly) appeared for 
the plaintiff; and Mr. Lavery, KC.

An action was heard in which Thomas 
Fahey, merchant, Knox street, Ballyhaunis, 
claimed damages against the Galway Bakery 
Company, and Michael Keane, the Mall, 
Tuam, a garage proprietor, for the loss of 
services and society of his wife, Stella Fahey, 
owing to personal injuries caused to her by 
the alleged negligence of the defendants’ 
servants in the management of motor vehicles 
near Galway on the llth August, 1932, and 
for surgical, medical and other expenses. 

The defence was a denial of negligence. 

The plaintiff's case was that his wife, his 
father, Simon Fahey, and himself were travel- 
ling in a saloon motor car, owned by the de- 
fendant, Michael Keane, and hired from him, 
from Galway to Tuam. ' At a point about 
four miles from Galway a motor van belong- 
ing to the Galway Bakery Company collided 
with the motor car, and as a result Mrs. 
Fahey sustained very serious injuries... The 
motor car was driven by Michael Kelly, a 
chauffeur, employed by Michael Keane, 

Mrs. Stella Fahey sued the same two de- 
fendants for damages for personal injuries 
sustained on the same occasion. Both actions 
were heard together. 

Mr. Joseph O'Connor, K.C., Mr. Martin 
Maguire, K.C.,.and Mr. T. Conglly (in- 
structed by Mr. Austin Crean) appeared for 
the plaintiffs in both actions; Mr. Costello, 
K.C., and Lerd Hemphill (instructed by Mr. 
M. Concannon) for the defendant, Michael 
Keane; and Mr. FitzGerald, K.C., Mr. 
Dockrell, K.C., and Mr. J. H. Russell (in.

SHEEP AND LAMBS. 

Market rather more than maintained the 
previous improved position for all prime 
meated classes, notwithstanding an increase 
of over 1,000 head., The bulk of supplies, 
however, were of secondary or poor quality, 
and the small number of choice sheep and 
lambs were readily disposed of at firm to 
occasionally dearer rates. In fact, several 
important buyers found it difficult to obtain 
a sufficient number of sheep or lambs of suit- 
able class. Market, on the whole, got fairly 
well sold, with the exception of poor-class 
ewes. Good shipping inquiry for suitable 
lambs, which, in many cases, sold at slightly 
higher pricés, and business closed healthier 
at—prime, initton, 54d. to 6d. per.lb.; iú 
odd cases, a shade more for’ fancy lots: 
secondary and.pooreg classes, 34d. to 5d., and 
lambs, 109. "te 24s... with famey small lots up 
to 27s.-6d. and 30s. each. 

. DAIRY CATTLE. 

There was a larger supply of milch beasts 
on offer here this week which totalled 230 
head. Really choice heavy milchers were 
again scarce, but, notwithstanding this, cross- 
Channel buyers showed no eagerness to 
secure the sprinkling on offer, except at a 
further reduction im prices, and in most 
cases prices were fully £1 per head lower 
than last week, while for small and doubtful 
beasts trade was almost at a standstill, with 
large numbers turned out without an offer. 
Local buvers were again cautious, and, with 
two or three of our principal cross-Channel 
buyers absent, market closed very disapoint- 
ing at the following prices:—Best cows,

PIGS. 

Supplies to this market showed a de 
crease on last week, and the 790 head to 
deal with was much below an average 
gathering.

There is a great art in preparing the 
invalid’s tray. The daintiest of d’oyleys 
should be put on the tray. Cclour always 
appeals to anyone in bed, so see that. the 
china is pretty, and, if possible, change it 
from time to time. 

A vase of flowers on the tray helps it to 
look alluring. 

Very small helpings should be served to 
tempt the sick person’s appetite. Soup is 
best served in dainty cups, and if raw beef 
juice is ordered put it into red claret glasses 
to disguise the colour. 

Every dish should be served up in a com- 
plete portion--that is, a small mould of jelly 
or blancmange, or a single fillet of fish. 
Invalid diet should not be highly flavoured 
nor too sweet nor too sour, Lemon flavour is 
always appetising to sick people.

Here are a few useful recipes :— 


GOOD BEEF TEA. 

Shred halí a pound oí raw rump steak with 
a knife, put it into a stone jar with half # 
pint of cold water, and leave for half an hour. 
Then place the jar in a pan of water and 
pring to the boil slowly, whisking the meat 
meanwhile. Add salt, and strain, and serve 
with a slice of dry toast. 


BEEF TEA CUSTARD. 

Where eggs may be given, the following 
forms a nice change from ordinary beef tea, 
and is usually much appreciated. Beat up 
two yolks and one white of new-laid eggs, a 
pinch of salt, a.small cupful of beef tea, made 
either from fresh beef or any good essence, 
put into,a small basin and steam over a 
saucepan much smaller than the basin, so 
that the latter will not touch the bottom of 
the saucepan. The water should only simmer. 
Alternatively, the custard may be baked by 
placing in the oven till set. 


CELERY CREAM SOUP. 

Stew some sticks of celery in milk and 
water, to which has been added an onion, 
bayleaf, herbs and a little salt. When the 
celery is tender, pass it through a sieve into 
a basin. Strain the milk and water into a 
pan, add a pat of butter, and stir in the 
celery and some cornflour to thicken the soup 
slightly. Beat up the yolks of two eggs, 
and pour the soup vver the ezgs, waiting until 
the soup is cool enought not to curdle them. 
Replace into a double pan and heat until 
the eggs are cooked, stirring well all the 
time. If liked, a tablespoonful of thick 
cream can be placed into the cup in which 
the soup is served. 


PRUNE MOULD. 

Stew until tender half a pound of prunes, 
with water, sugar, and a piece of lemon rind. 
Stone them and replace in the pan, with half 
an ounce ‘of leaf gelatine and the juice of 
one lemon, Cook for twenty minutes and 
pour into a mould, Serve when cold with 
whipped cream. 

INVALID’S EGGS. 

Bring the water to the boil, then take the 
saucepan off the fire and place the egg in it 
for five minutes. This will cook the egg 
perfectly without hardening the white.

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A new vegetable, the ‘‘topepo,”’ has just 
been exhibited at the annual exhibition of 
the Horticultural Society of New York. 

The topepo is a cross between a tomato 
and a pepper. It is leit yellow in colour, is 
shaped like a tomato, but is slightly elongated 
like a pepper. 

The topepo is about four inches in diameter 
and is used mainly as an ornament, and is 
especially appropriate for the centre-piece on 
the dinner table. It is edible, and tastes 
like a mild pepper. It can be eaten raw or 
used as the regular red or green pepper for 
seasoning, and is often more desixable this 
way because of its mild flavour. When used

MAGIC IN THE AIR

T is a curious fact that the name “' Bal- 
| briggan’’ should appear in reference 
books in connection with hosiery rather 
than as the town we all know in County 
Dublin; but this is the natural result of the

The quality of the cheaper artificial silk 
hosiery is remarkable, its fine texture and 
dull finish making it impossible for anybody 
but an expert to tell it from real silk. 

The manufacture of woollen underwear is 
also progressing by leaps and bounds. The 
goods are being bought as fast as they can 
be produced. 

Mr. Lewis Whyte, the managing director, 
attributes. much of the fame and success of 
Balbriggan hosiery to the high efficiency of 
the workers. In Balbriggan there is a tradi- 
tion of craftsmanship in hosiery. Many of 
the workers’ fathers, grandfathers, and even 
great-grandfathers have worked in the trade. 
Aptitude for this craft is in their blood and 
in the very air of Balbriggan. Such an im- 
portant asset is this skill that Smyth and 
Co., Ltd., are one of the few firms who do 
not need to merchandise goods, but make 
every single article they sell. Wages paid, 
in some cases as high as £5 to £7 a week, 
and the output per worker is, in Mr. Whyte’s 
opinion, much higher than elsewhere,

Bring quickly to the boil again, 
and keep them boiling for at least six hours. 
If extra water is required to keep up the 
quantity, this should be added absolutely 
boiling, otherwise the puddings are taken 
off the boil, the water penetrates, and so 
- gpoils them, 

Store in a dry place; when 
required, boil for another two or 
three hours to reheat, according 
to size.

S ‘Returned Wanderer. 


I have had few more interesting half- 
hours than one which I spent the other 
evening when I met Mr. J, A. Taylor, 
whose association with Irish sport, extend- 
ing over forty years, belies his appear- 
ance and his vivacity. Entertaining us 
with reminiscences of the late ‘eighties, 
he told us of the many departed friends 
with whom he was associated when he 
founded the Irish Amateur Gymnastic 
Association and the City of Dublin Gym- 
nasium in the old Leinster Hall—since 
converted into the Theatre Royal. The 
Association produced teams which com- 
peted successfully in many international 
contests. It was during these days 
that he came into contact with the du 
Cros family, and with 
other figures then prominent on the 
eveling track. He then hecame associated 
with the early days of the Dunlop en- 
terprise, with which he subsequently oc- 
cupied important executive positions for 
many vears in India, Burma, and other 
parts of the Far East. Now he has re- 
turned to his native soil to look after 
Dunlop interests. 


A Newry Antiquary. 


The late Dean Swanzy, of Dromore, as 
a friend from that diocese reminds me, 
was one of the most earnest students of 
genealogy in the North of Ireland. He 
made abstracts of the church and secular 
records of Newry over the last century, 
and laid those generously at the service 
of all inquirers, whether they belonged to 
his own folk. or whether (as 
happened) they were people opposed to 
him in religious and political principles.

Down to recent years he never 
missed a Test match in Australia which 
he possibly could attend, but would be 
seen among the spectators studying Hobbs 
and all the other champions of later days. 


An Irish-.Australian Poet. 


Henry Hamilton Blackham, John’s 
uncle, whose verses about pioneer life in 
the bush may be found in Australian 
anthologies, went from Newry as a_ boy. 
He wrote, in Australia (where he died in 
1908), nfany poems in praise of Carling- 
ford Lough and the ‘* legend-lighted vale'' 
of Newry. 

These, I hear, will be published in 
, Ireland before Christmas in a memorial 
volume. Readers will find that Newry 
men needed not to wait for the Celtic 
movement of this century to discover that 
Iveagh teemed with poetical lore, or that 
Slieve Gullion and the fateful pass beside 
it once were scenes of epic events.

Ashpit Park.

He thinks the appellation should 
still apply in view of the hundreds of 
loads of disfiguring and objectionable 
material which the Corporation continues 
to heap daily on the site.

KILDARE STREET CLUB 
ANNIVERSARY. 


SECRETARY’S HALF-CENTURY 
OF SERVICE. 


The members of the Kildare Street Club, 
Dublin, yesterday, celebrated the 150th 
anniversary of the foundation of the club, 
when a dinner in honour of the occasion was 
held. | 
On the same day the secretary of the club, 
Mr. D. Henry *Bailey, was the recipient of 
a presentation from the members, in acknow- 
ledgment of his fifty years’ service. Mr. 
Sailey also received a presentation from the 
staff of the club. 

Kildare Street Club was founded in 1782, 
by the Right Hon. William Burton 
Conyngham, P.C., Teller of the Exchequer 
in Ireland. In 1781 he succeeded, on the 
death of his uncle, Earl Conyngham, to the 
Conyngham estates in Donegal and at Slane 
Castle; but, notwithstanding his wre 
position and fortune, he was black- valled 
at Daly’s Club. Daly’s Club took its origi 
from a chocolate house opened in Dame street 
about the year 1765 by one Patrick Daly. 
It attained to great favour and was the 
resort of peers and commoners owimg to its 
propinquity to the Houses of Parliament. 
Conyngham, when excluded from its doors, 
conceived the idea of forming a club for the 
exclusive usé of himself and his friends. A 
house was purchased in Kildare street and 
the club established. 

The Act of Union tolled the end of Daly’s 
Club, despite the fact that its clubhouse 
was one of the finest in Europe. With its 
‘decline, the Kildare Street Club grew in 
favour, and membership increased in the 
course of time until, in 1860, the present 
clubhouse was built, Sir Thomas Deane being 
the architect.

At last night’s meeting of the Dublin 
University Philosophical Society a paper on 
‘‘ Switzerland ’’ was delivered by Mr.sF. D. 
Squire. Mr. E. M. Wood, B.A., LL.B., the 
president, was in the chair. 

In the course of his address, Mr. Squire 
said that the Swiss’s love for his native 
country was not expressed in terms of hatred. 
His patriotism was free from religious and 
political controversies. Largely on account of 
its geographical position, Switzerland had 
become the centre for international arbitra- 
tion, amd the first important dispute that was 
discussed in Switzerland was the Alabama 
dispute between Great Britain and America. 

Switzerland was divided into twenty-two 
small States, and each was a democratic 
republic that looked after its own education, 
police, and taxes. Each had its own judiciary, 
with the result that in Switzerland hie were 
different penal codes in each, and in one 
State a criminal might be hanged for an 


offence for which ih another State he would.

The memorial brass dedicated to the Glory 
of God last Sunday in Holy Trinity Church, 
Killiney, to verpetuate in remembrance the 
late Canon Greer, was designed and executed 


by Miss Cranwill in her workshop in Killiney.. 


It takes the form of a hymn board, and is of 
fine brass, chased and repoussé. ‘The style, 
to match that of the church, is Gothic, and 
the design is both simple and elegant. The 
vine leaves, while definitely Gothie in 
character, are quite modern in treatment— 
somewhat of an achievement in so hackneyed 
a form as the Gothic. The brass is 3ft. 6in. 
tall, and has five openings to accommodate 
cards, which are slipped in at the back. 
These announce the Sunday, the psalms and 
the hymns. A very beautifully spaced panel 
of lettering is over these openings in a clear 
script, Irish in character. The parishioners 
of Holy Trinity may congratulate themselves 
on being the first ehurch in Ireland, other 
than Roman Catholic, to have acquired a 
piece of Miss UCranwill’s work, most of which, 
unfortunately, goes abroad. Another example 
of. her church work. in Ireland is the fine 
tabernacle door of gold and enamels made a 
few years ago for the Roman Catholic 
Church of St. Michael in Ballinasloe.

O judge by the newspaper cuttin s which 
T are at present being rg ore in the 
hal) of the theatre, the Abbey players 
seem to be making a very favourable im- 
pression in the United States. Apart from 
their sentimental appeal to the many 
thousands of Irish Americans, they appear 
to have lost none of their attraction for the 
ordinary intelligent citizen, and, in spite of 
the fact that they are no strangers to the 
American public, they still retain their 
novelty, Their plays and their method cf 
acting are both in striking contrast to those 
of the ordinary American companies, “and 
many appreciative comments are made on 
this 
One critic says that ‘‘ No one except Eva 
La Gallienne has a better acting company 
here,” and continues, referring to one of the 
plays, “ The characters fairly burst with 
vitalitv, and the lines strike the ear like 
music.” Another paper announces that ‘‘ the 
lilt of Irish melodies brings new life to a 
Broadway already headed for dramatic 
success ” (whatever that. means). 


THE CHIEF FAVOURITE. 


Reading through the notices one gets the 
general impression that America likes the 
Abbey players very much, but that they are 
not considered to be quite up to the standard 
of previous companies, Barry Fitzgerald is 
the chief favourite, ‘‘one of the raciest 
comedians to he seen on any stage,” but one 
New York critic: does not like him as well 
as Arthur Sinclair, and blames him, in par- 
ticular, for having made Captain Jack Boyle 
(in “Juno ”) “tod engaging.”” Maureen 
Delaney is also very popular, but F. J. 
McCormick, rather surprisingly, does not get 
many bouquets. Of the others, they like 
Arthur Shields and Kitty Curling, but 
Kileen Crowe’s way of speaking comes in 
for several comments. 

On the whole, the criticisms of the plays 
themselves are very acute, and it is interest- 
ing to see how the American point of view 
often diverges widely from our own. O'Casey 
has evidently the greatest appeal; one critic 
calls him the greatest living Irish playwright, 
and another puts his *‘ Shadow of a Gun- 
man ” above Yeats’s ‘‘ Cathleen Ni Houli- 
han,” which was played at the same time. 
“Juno and the Paycock”’ is spoken of 
enthusiastically, though one writer refers to 
it as ‘“‘that Jugubrious fable of murder, 
drunkenness, and seduction.’’ 


O’CASEY PUZZLES THE 
AMERICANS. 


Nevertheless, although O'Casey enchants the 
American public, he seems to perplex them 
a good dea! also, and one critic confesses that 
“his manner of shifting from farce to 
tragedy and back again is handled so 
abruptly that the changes are often slightly 
disconcerting.’’ ‘This comment was made of 
“Juno and the Paycock,” but another critic 
raises the same point with regard to ‘* The 
Shadow of a Gunman,”. He, however, puts 
it down to “the mercurial qualities of the 
Irish race,” and concludes that the audience 
find it heavy going, because they are un- 
accustomed to the Celtic temperament. But 
the fact is that O’Casey’s witiien changes of 


‘mood have much the same effect on a Dublin 


audience, and both these critics seem to have 
lit upon one of his weak spots without being 
aware of it. 

The outspoken nature of some of the 
dramas (particularly those of O’Casey) have 
made an impression, and ‘one writer, 
evidently forgetting “ The Playboy of the 
Western World ” and the first week of “ The 
Flough and the Stars,” says: ‘‘ Whatever 
you may say about the Irish, they can cer- 
tainly stand self-criticism in their theatre.” 

It is still too early in the tour to know 
America’s opinion of the other plays on the 
company’s repertoire, but there are severzl 
interesting comments on other dramas which 
might be quoted. “The New Gossoon”’ 
puzzled the audiences of New Haven, who 
were not quite sure what a ‘‘ gossoon”’ might 
be, and the critic thought it as well to clear 
up the point by explaining that it was “a 
colloquial expression denoting an adolescent 


boy.’ 

Mr. Paul Carroll’s prize play, ‘‘ Things 
that are Cesar’s,’’ is described as a brilliant 
drama, and is interpreted in one instance as 
the expression of a conflict raging in Ireland 
‘“in which most of the more liberal novelists 
and playwrights are fighting against the 
domination of the Churches. 

The company, having visited Hartford, 
New Haven, and New York, are at the 
moment playing at Philadelphia, and next 
week they go on to Baltimore. If they earn 
such good opinions in other centres as they 
have done adh, their tour ought to be a 
great, success. erhaps the highest compli- 
ment which they have received so far is the 
comment that their acting is “so natural 
that it seems at times not to be acting at 
all,”’ 


ORGANIC EVOLUTION. 


SCIENCE LECTURES OPEN AT 
ROYAL DUBLIN SOCIETY. 


At the Royal Dublin Society, Ballsbridge, 
yesterday afternoon, Dr. Joseph Needham, 
M.A., of Caius College, Cambridge, delivered 
the first of the science lectures of the season, 
taking as his subject ‘‘ Bio-chemical Aspects 
of Organic Evolution.” Hé said that he 
deplored the lack of knowledge of this depart- 
ment of science, but attributed that state of 
affairs to a number of causes which included 
the difficulty of combining satisfactorily 
aquarium accommodation and the elaborate 
apparatus required, and the fact that few 
students were anxious to work along lines 
which attracted such poor financial support. 
Ho thought, however, that the time had come 
when comparative bio-chemistry could make 
a move forward. 

Dr. Needham then proceeded to deal with 
the chemical properties of sea water and 
fresh water, and explained how the chemical 
peculiarities of the animals therein were 
affected by their environments. He then, by 
the help of lantern slides, traced the transi- 
tion from the aquatic to the terrestrial 
environment, and the origin and evolution of 
vertebrates.

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A WEST COAST 
INDUSTRY. 
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HARDY TOILERS OF THE 
SEA.

HUDDERING with cold and bitten by 
S the wind which sweeps across the two 

thousand miles of ocean that lie be- 
tween America and Ireland, I was introduced 
to-day into the mysteries of gathering and 
preparing we for sale to iodine manufac- 
turers, Mufiled to my ears, while my two 
guides wore no overcoats at all, and seemed 
to think it “a good day,’’ we scrambled along 
the seashore, gathering in the tangled weed 
thrown up by the rolling Atlantic. 

Seizing all the seaweed, among which are 
any rods—in my innocence I called them 
stalks—of kelp. the gatherer throws it into 
heaps for another member of his family to 
gather into baskets, which are taken well 
above the high-water mark for sorting. Men 
and women join in the gathering of the weed, 
but the womenfolk of the family, and the 
children, usually do the packing and carrying 
of the weed, the moisture dripping through 
the wicker of the home-made baskets and 
trickling down the backs of the bearers’ 
clothes until they are drenched to the skin. 

The men. some of whom have been kelping 
since their earliest childhood, have hands 
gnarled by ths constant contact with the sea 
water, by the handling of the tools on their 
small patches of farm, or by fishing between 
times with the local boats. Women, too, 
develope hands that are not pleasant to look 
at, in their work of tearing the seaweed apart 
when sorting out the kelp rods for drying. 

Thev are hardy folk, these people of the North 
and West. They spend their lives in the 
open air, with their skins tanned and 
hardened by the flying spume from the sea. 
Rarely do they suffer from illness during the 
prime of life, but there is enfeeblement, 
trom long days of toil, when they reach their 
third score of years. Natural remedies for 
winor ailments are the only medicines they 
seek, and carrageen, another product of the 
sea, forms a part of fheir main diet. 

Throughout the stormy seasons, when the 
west winds sweep the seas on to the West 
Coast of Ireland, seaweed in hundreds of 
ions is thrown up along the seaboard and 
gathered by the kelpers to realise a few shil- 
lings to help eke out their meagre existence. 


THE YIELD. 

As much as twenty tons or more of seaweed 
nust be gathered, they told me, before they 
can obtain a ton of kelp. When a quantity 
of weed has been bhaoi they tear the 
kelp rods trom the rest—some of which 1s 
used as manure on their small holdings—and 
lay them out on walls and stones to dry, 
two or three rods together, but always off the 
ground in ovder that the air may circulate 
freely about them. The kelp must be as 
free as possible from sand or dirt of any 
kind, as this destroys the iodine content of 
tho weed considerably when it is burnt. 

Two or three weeks after the kelp has 
been Jaid out to dry, provided the weather 
las been favourable, it is gathered into 
stacks, and ‘eft for a short time before being 
Lurnt—the final stage as far as the gatherers 
are concerned, For many years the burning 
process was done on flat stones, forming an 
open hearth, where the ash collected even 
more impurities. It had not then been 
realised how greatly the effects of dirt 
reduced the monetary value of the kelp. 
hat few who took part in the work 
knew of its value to the chemical industry 
and they gladly accepted whatever the buyers 
offered them. Less than £5 per ton was the 
average price paid for kelp twenty or thirty 
years ago, but as education spread among 
the people, and the appreciation of values 
became keener, the gatherers demanded 
better prices. The most that they received, 
however, was £7 or £8 a ton; for iodine ex- 
ported by Chilean nitrate manufacturers had 
become a serious competitor of kelp. 


COMPETITORS, 

; To hear these strange, apparently untutored, 
men talk of Chile, and how cheap it was to 
produce iodine as a by-product of nitrate, 
was surprising. Then they told that many 
years ago there had been two iodine factories 
in Ireland—one in Donegal and the other in 
Galway. To-day there is only one factory, 
and that is at Galway. ‘“‘ We are not the 
only people who try to keep our families by 
kelp-gathering,”’ said one of the men. “' On 
the west coast of Scotland, in Brittany and 
in Norway—all countries with broken coast- 
lines and washed by heavy seas—kelp is 
gathered in fairly large quantities.” 

Scottish chemical manufacturers used to 
purchase a considerable quantity of kelp from 
Irish gatherers, but within recent years the 
increase in freight charges and the higher 
prices ruling for kelp have resulted in the 
purchase of more from the Scottish gatherers, 
and Irish supplies are only called upon when 
the quantities obtainable in Scotland are 
insufficient to meet the manufacturers’ needs. 

An American company recently has com- 
municated with a loca] authority in Northern 
Ireland inquiring as to how and where sup- 
plies of kelp and carrigeen may be obtained. 
This inguiry first raised the hopes of the 
gatherers, who had visions of higher prices, 
but soon they learned that the Americans will 
have to buy at low prices in order to meet 
the cost of shipping the kelp to the United 
States. 

To-day, through the propaganda and 
instructions of officials of the Free State 
Department of Lands and Fisheries, started 
a year or two ago, most of the gatherers 
realise the necessity of burning the weed in 
closed kilns, and without overheating, in 
order to preserve the iodine content. Sand 
and impurities result in greater heat during 
the burning process, and thus reduce the 
value of the product. An average of about 
twenty-one pounds of iodine can be obtained 
from one ton of good kelp, but in chemical 
factories, where the treatment is carried still 
further, potassium chloride, naphtha and 
other products can be obtained in fairly sub- 
stantial quantities. 

The rows of kilns, usually built on the fore- 


‘shore, 4 'e a strange, unnatural appearance 


to the beaches, especially when kelp rods are 
burning, and on still days the smoke wisps 
fill the air with a stinging odour, 


PAYMENT. 

Payment for kelp depends on the iodine 
content, This year’s heavy rains have 
lowered it to a considerable extent, and the 
anticipated top price will be about £12 per 
ton for the gatherers, who are disposing of 
their kelp through the Free State Depart- 
mental Inspectors ; but the price to those who 
dispose of their kelp to cross-Channel pur- 
chasers probably will be much lower. During 
the course of a year several hundred tons of 
kelp are collected along the West coast of 
Ireland, and on this small industry some 
thousands of people depend for the 
necessities of life. 

The men do a little fishing, and women 
te them in cultivating small patches of 
aud just sufficient to grow a few potatoes 
and crops for their family, while everybody 
gives a hand at kelping. Some of them 
manage to keep a few pigs, and these are 
fed with carrageen, another product of the 
sea. The people also clean its violet- 
coloured weed, and it forms a good part of 
their diet, In addition, they sell some of it 
to paint manufacturers, and a fair quantity 
is sold to the Free State Department of Lands 
and Fisheries for the making of | table 
delicacies, Most of the men to whom |] 
talked estimated that, including the labour 
of their families, they were obtaining from 
£50 to £100, but they added:—It would 
need to be a very good year before we could 
earn £100.’’

graciously consented to broadcast a 

message to the Empire, from Sandring- 
ham, during the special programme on the 
afternoon of Christmas Day. The message 
will be radiated by all transmitters of the 
B.B.C., as well as from the new Empire 
Broadcasting Station, 

This will be the first occasion on which the 
King has broadcast directly to the nation. 
Hitherto hig voice has been heard on the 
‘‘ wireless ’’ only when he has been speaking 
at official functions, His Majesty's strong, 
clear voice has come over the ether particu- 
larly well. 

It is learned that the broadcast will take 
the form of a Christmas message from the 
King to his people. The broadcast probabil 
wil be made from the King’s study Miimas 
a. special microphone, which is to be installed 
by the B.B.C. engineers. 

The King is, himself, a keen listener, and 
et, ee tunes in to the B.B.C. programmes 
on his portable receiving set at Buckingham 
Palace, 

The King and Queen are attending a 
matinée in aid of the Mount Vernon Cancer 
Hospital on Tuesday, December 20, and pro- 
bably will leave for Sandringham for their 
Christmas holidays on Wednesday or Thurs- 
day, December 21, or 22. 

According to present arrangements, Their 
Majesties will pay a short visit to Sandring- 
ham early next month, returning to London 
for an interval before their Christmas stay in 
Norfolk. 7 

This first ‘‘ heart-to-heart’’ talk to his 
people ever made by a British monarch marks 
another stage in the history of broadcasting. 

The occasions when the King’s voice has 
been heard on the ‘‘ wireless’’ in the last 
few years have included such official cere- 
monies as the India Round-Table Conference, 
the London Naval Conference, the opening of 
the Shieldhall Dock at Glasgow and the 
IN of India House, Aldwych, 

His Majesty’s latest broadcast was on July 
18 last year, when he opened the new King 
George Hospital at Ilford, Essex. On that 
occasion a special new microphone was used. 
This instrument encased in silver, and bear- 
ing the Royal cipher in gold, superseded the 
cold and silver microphone formerly used by 
His Majesty. 1 

The King possesses one of the best ““wire- 
less voices ” in the world. It has excellent 
carrying power, as has been demonstrated 
several times, when people in remote corners 
of the Empire have been able to pick up 
transmissions, and understand clearly every 
word he has uttered in the course cf his 
broadcast speeches on official occasions.

IRISH BUTTER FOR 
GERMANY. 


A meeting of the Council of the National 
Agricultural and Industrial - Development 
Association was held at the Permanent Exhi- 
bition of Irish Manufactures, Dublin. There 
Was a có attendance of members, and nine 
new members were elected. 

The President extended a welcome to Mr. 
Sean P. Campbell, President of the Trades 
Union Congress, on his first attendance at 
the Council meeting since his election to that 
office. 

Correspondence was submitted dealing with 
the possibility of a larger use of Irish wocl 
for bedding purposes. A correspondent inti- 
mated that, at a total cost of Jess than £2, he 
had procured an entirely Irish made mattress 
composed of Irish wool and Irish ticken 
material on the lines of the best French mat 
tresses. 


FRUIT-CANNING.,. 


A report with reference to the canning of 
fruit and vegetables was submitted, showiny 
that important information bad been procured 
by the Association and supplied to an en- 
qairer, who reported that he had failed to get 
anything helpful on the subject through every 
other hennal. 

Another report dealing with the question of 
glove making was also submitted, in which 
equally detailed information was made avail- 
able for an enquirer. 

A Liverpool firm applied for details as to 
the cost, method of packing and freight 
charges on Carrageen moss in half-ton and 
one ton lots. The inquiry was forwarded to 
the Ministry of Lands and Fisheries. 

A Berlin correspondent reported that a firm 
with which he was in touch was prepared to 
take 5,000 tons of Irish butter for the German 
market, and, in addition, to enter into a con- 
tract for supplies of Irish fish. 

Inquiries regarding tanning and the possi- 
bility of developing toy-making in the 
country were also dealt with. A Cork firm 
of building contractors wrote asking for 
names of lrish firms supplying Irish granite 
polished slabs for wall lining.

Labour Dispute In 
County Clare. 


Charge Against Seven Men.

At Sixmilebridge (Co. Clare) District Court 
yesterday, the Attorney-General, at the suit 
of Captain Moore, summoned Jeremiah 
Cooney, Thomas Cooney (junior), Thomas 
Cooney (senior), John Cooney, Michael Molo- 
ney, Daniel Considine and John Sullivan, all 
of Meelick, Co. Clare, labourers, for alleged 
intimidation and violence towards James 
Moran, a farmer, residing in the same dis- 
trict. 

Mr. John O’B. Kelly, solicitor, Limerick, 


who defended the accused men, said that for 


some time past there had been a controversy 
in the neighbourhood as to whether the roads 
should be repaired by contract or direct 
labour, The matter was one for the County 
Council to decide, and the question was going 
to be put before them on Monday next. Mr. 
Kelly stated that one of the defendants, 
Jeremiah Cooney, had had the contract for 
the roads up to May last, when, owing to the 
widespread unemployment, he felt it his duty 
to give it up in favour of direct labour. It 
was then that the dispute arose which led to 
the alleged offence of October 3ist. On that 
day the complainant, who was working on 
the road, was approached ‘by eighteen men, 
who endeavoured to dissuade him from work- 


| ing, and it was then that the violence was 


fore to have taken place. 
Mr. Kelly contended that Moran had no 
proper contract to work on the roads, and 
suggested that the justice should adjourn the 
case until the next Court to enable the 
question to be decided by the Council. All the 
defendants were respectable young men, and 
never had been charged before with any offence. 

In the meantime, the defendants would give 
an undertaking not to interfere with Moran 
in any way, 

The Justice said that .he thought the case 
a serious one, in which eighteen men waylaid 
this farmer on the public road and beat him, 
merely because he was doing the work which 
they wanted for themsélves. He did not 
agree with Mr. Kelly that there should be 
any adjournment pending the question being 
settled by the Coanta Council, He was 
there to deal with the assault. He would, 
however, adjourn the proceedings until the next 
Court, so that the question of the validity of 
the contract might bé cleared up. Inthe mean- 
time, if any persons interfered with Moran, 
he would undoubtedly send them to jail.

Mr. Griffin, the munager of the bank, said 
that a few minutes before the closing hour 
a stranger, whom he recognised in the 
prisoner, entered the bank, and, with knife 
and revolver pointed at the witness, asked 
to be shown where the cash “was. 
Mr, Flood, the teller, came from the 
back office, and the raider backed the two 
of them into the strong-room, keeping them 
‘“‘covered’’ with the revolver and knife. He 
ordered them to open the safe, and the 
witness and Mr. Flood did so with two keys. 
Mr. Flood, on the order of the raider, opened 
the cash-box,. 

The prisoner then put the revolver in his 
belt or in his pocket, changed the knife to 
the other ha aid, with the left hand, 
took out some bags of silver and coppers. 
He demanded where the paper money wa*. 
and, on being told, took out a bundle ol 
notes, which he put in his pocket. 

Cautioning them not to follow him, he 
then jumped over the counter, and, was 
about to go when the witness saw the caps 
of two Civic Guards in the outer office.

Hindenburg and Hitler. 


For the second time in five months Herr 
Adolf Hitler has lost his chance. He has 
informed President von Hindenburg that 
he cannot build 4 Cabinet that will have a 
parliamentary backing ; and the President 
has told him that he cannot be con- 
sidered as head of a “ Presidial '' Govern- 
ment. When the other party leaders had 
failed to form a Cabinet Herr Hitler was 
invited by the President to try his luck. 
He spent some time in consultation with 
those parties which might have been ex- 
pected to support him in the Reichstag— 
namely, the Hugenberg Nationalist group, 
the Stahlhelm leaders, and the chiefs of the 
People's Party; but his efforts were vse- 
less. None of these groups was prepared 
to follow his leadership in Parliament, 
and the Nazi chief was forced to admit 
failure to President Hindenburg. Then 
the question of a “ Presidial ” Cabinet 
was raised. - Herr Hitler undertook to 
form such a Government, and to retain the 
services of Baron von Neurath and General 
von Schleicher as Ministers for Foreign 
Affairs and Defence respectively. On the 
other hand, he insisted that the President 
should grant him, as Chancellor, those un- 
usual powers Which always have been 
granted to Chancellors in times of national! 


crisis. After long deliberation President 


Í von H indenburg refused to entertain Herr 


Hitler's offer, on the ground that the head 
of a “ Presidial ’’ Government must not 
be a party leader, and must enjoy the 
President’s confidence. 

There is such a multiplicity of parties 
in Germany, and their interests are so 
conflicting, that the chances of a Govern- 
ment which can command a majority, 
however small, in the Reichstag are 
remote. Herr Hitler leads by far the 
biggest group, but he is faced with the 
bitter hostility of the Left parties, as well 
as of the Catholic Centre, and is thus the 
dog in the manager. He cannot form a 
Cabinet himself, .but he will not allow 
anybody else to succeed where he has 
failed. Clearly, Germany must have a 
Government of some kind, President von 
Hindenburg is determined to secure a 
Chancellor who will pursue in broad out- 
line the policy that was followed by 
Freiherr von Papen, and, to that end, he 
will use all the powers which the Weimar 
Constitution has conferred on him ; but he 
will not have an easy task. In the 
Reichstag the Nazis, allied ad hoe with 
the Communists, can make virtually any 
combination of parties impossible. The 
statement which was made yesterday by 
Dr. Goering, President of the Reichstag, 
and Herr Hitler’s right-hand man, indi- 
cates plainly that the Nazis resent 
President von Hindenburg’s attitude, end 
will do nothing to help in the formation 
of a new Government. Indeed, Herr 
Hitler makes no secret of his intention to 
bide his time, in the firm belief that, 
sooner or later, the President will be 
forced to surrender unconditionally, and 
to invite him to form a Cabinet with 
plenary powers. | 

Many competent observers of the German 
situation believe that President von 


| Hindenburg once more will entrust Freiherr 


von Papen with the task of. government ; 
but if he takes this course, he will be com- 
violate the Constitution which he has done 
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| Herr Hitler seems to be prepared to “ wait 
and see,” there is no guarantee that his 
hot-headed young followers will be willing 
to possess their souls in patience. When the 
Presidént sent fór their chief they were 
convinced that a Nazi Government would 
be formed, -and, now that the fruits of 
office have been torn from their covetous 
grasp, their temper is rising. Indeed, 
but for the natural steadiness of the 
people, violent disturbances would h:ve 
occurred long ago. Side by side with 
the political crisis there is a very 
real economic crisis in Germany, where 
some five million workless citizens are 
facing the winter months with feelings 
of despair. This army of unemployed con- 
stitutes a serious danger to the country’s 
peace and needs a strong Government to 
handle it. As matters stand at present, a 
dictatorship, in one form or another, seems 
to be inevitable; but who will be the 
dictator? President von Hindenburg is too 
old. Neither von Papen nor von Schleicher 
seems to possess the necessary qualities 
for such a 7é6le, and Herr Hitler with a 
free hand would be a calamity. Much will 
depend on the events of the next twenty- 
four hours. 
——— 
Strength at Sea. 

A new British cruiser; the Orion, was 
launched at Devonport yesterday. She 
is the third cruiser of the Leander class to 
take the water; and eight companions to 
her are under construction or have been 
authorised. Under the London Treaty 
Great Britain is forbidden to build any 
cruisers, armed with eight-inch guns, until 
1936, inasmuch as she possesses her full 
quota of such vessels; but it is claimed 
that the Leander type, whose armament is 
limited to six-inch guns, is a preferable 
fighting machine. This judgment must 
give satisfaction ; for Britain’s cruiser con- 
struction has fallen lamentably into 
arrears. The call of economy, apparently, 
furnishes one excuse ; the unwillingness of 
the British Government to let any shadow 
mar its desire for international peace pro- 
vides another. Nevertheless, any hesitation 
to build up to the full limits of Great 
Britain’s quotas under the agreements 
which hedge her freedom involves an 
element of grave danger. The other 
nations do not permit their hopes of peace 
to interfere with the:r preparations for 
war. To-day the British Navy is techni- 
cally equal in strength to that of the 
United States. In point of fact, it is not 
so strong, and parity will not have been 
reached until the last of the Leander class 
of cruisers has taken the water. Even 
then the parity will be more apparent 
than real ; for, whereas most of the vessels 
in the American fleet are new, seaworthy 
and powerful, both in engines and in 
armament, a deplorably large proportion 
of the British Navy is obsolescent—or, at 
the least, is outclassed by corresponding 
vessels in other fleets. In two years, says 
the Naval Correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph, it will include only 34 cruisers 
under the age limit—that is to say, 16 
fewer than the minimum number officially 
declared to be essential to security. If 
the disparity were confined to cruisers, 
while there was a compensating 
superiority in other vessels, it would not 
matter so much; but in all the depart- 
ments which are likely to count in a future 
war Britain, once the mistress of the seas, 
is lagging. For example, while she has 
only 53 submarines in existence and five 
under construction, the corresponding 
figures for France are 80 and 29; for Italy, 
46 and 29; for the United States, 82 and 
2; and for Japan, 60 and 4. All these 
nations are building not only submarines, 
but other vessels of war, while Britain’s 
security is being threatened by her lack 
of new defences. Yet Britain, in fact, is 
the only nation whose communications are 
so far-flung as to require the protection of 
a powerful fleet.

Victories of Peace. 


On Tuesday we described (from Sir 
Daniel Hal!’s account in The Times) the 
Italian Government’s conquest of the 
marshes. Already, by systematic dramage 
and other methods of recovery, Signor 
Mussolini has turnéd tens of thousands of 
barren and fever-smitten acres into healthy 
and fertile soil; and his programme for 
the next ten years embraces the reclama- 


‘tion of 1,250,000 acres. The cost will be 


large, but it will be repaid to Italy a 
hundredfold The Bonijfica, when com- 
pleted, will support a million agricultural 
workers, and thus will help to remedy that 
lack of outlets for emigration which has 
been the country’s gravest problem during 
recent years. Italy, as a correspondent of 
The Times reminds us, owes this boon to 
Englishmen. Her huge area of marshland 
has been blighted since the days of 
Romulus by the plague of malaria. Even 
before the Christian Era the Romans had 
guessed that maluria was associated with 
bad drainage; but the secret remained un- 
solved, and the swamps remainel 
desolate, for another two thousand years. 
Towards the end of the last century the 
Liverpool School of Tropical Research was 
founded through the efforts of Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain ; and there the real campaign 
against malaria began. It was crowned in 
1900 by Sir Ronald Ross’s great discovery 
that malaria is propagated by a species of 
the mosquito. Eliminate the mosquito by 
the destruction of its breeding-places, and 
you eliminate malaria. Before Sir Ronald 
Ross died, a few weeks ago, he had seen 
the beneficent effects of his discovery upon 
vast areas of the world, The Panama Canal 
zone, with its crowded traffic, has ceased 
to be deadly to the white man; in North 
Africa and in the East) Indies whole terri- 
tories have been brought back to cultivation 
and deserts have been populated. Between 
1890 and 1900 the deaths from malaria in 
Italy were 465 per million; in the decade 
after Sir Ronald Ross's discovery they fel! 
to 215; between 1920 and 1930 they were 
85. We do well to remember, in these 
days of swelling armaments and abortive 
conferences, that peace hath her victories, 
no less renowned than war. Signor 
Mussolini's truest triumph was won for 
him in an English laboratory.

an imvention which has done so 
much for the world’s amusement. 
Certain agricultural training bodies in 
England have decided to give their support 
to. a scheme whereby young farmers in 
various parts of the country will be in- 
structed in the most modern methods of 
agriculture through the medium of the 
-sound-film. Successful experiments have 
been made, and agriculturists believe that, 
by the judicious use of the cinema, farm- 
ing methods generally can be improved. 
We commend the idea to the Free 
State Minister for Agriculture. Farming 
methods in the Free State still leave much 
to be desired. It is a far cry from the 
days when Mr. George Moore accused the 
““ Department ” of an attempt to teach the 
‘young women of Connemara to make 
meringues. Much progress has been made 
as a result of the educational efforts of 
the authorities; but, as a general rule, 
agriculture in this country lags behind the 
progress of the science elsewhere. Lreland 
during recent years has become “‘ cinema- 
conscious.’” In the remotest districts 
young men and women flock to the nearest 

icture-house to feast their eyes and 
air ears on the performances of Holly- 
wood “ stars.” The introduction of agri- 
cultural films into all rural programmes 
would be an excellent thing, and, with 
proper supervision, would do much to 
better the condition of the farming 
industry.

T HE critical position of the Irish railways, which has been:agera- 
vated by the burdens:arising out of the economic conflict be- 
‘ween Great Britain and the Free State, was revealed at the sitting 
of the Irish Railway Board, in Dublin yesterday. The Board sat to 
onsider an application from the railway companies for a reduction 


in the wages of the employés. 


The case put forward by the railways was that the continued fall 
‘rom year to year in their receipts was so heavy that a reduction in 
wages to an economic level was imperative. 


Figures were produced to show that the working receipts in 
1931 were £438,657 less than in 1930, while the receipts for ten 
months of 1932 were £575,326 below those for the same period in 
the previous year. At the same time, railway working expenses had 
been reduced in the past two years by £470,346, and the total re- 
duction since 1924 had been £2, 304,787. 


Unless relief came to the companies, it was stated, they were

E SEE were no developments of a 

positive nature yesterday in con- 
nection with the situation on the Free 
State railways. It was stated that the 
directors of the Great Southern Railway 
are considering the proposition put up to 
than on the previous day by Mr. Sean 
Lemass. Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce, with a view te the withdrawal of 
dismissal notices and notices of reduction 
of wages, and that the matter will be 
further considered after the findings of the 
Wages Board have been made known. 
These findings are expected this evening. 

It is understood that the Minister is 
making good progress with the Transport 
Bili, and that its introduction may be ex- 
pected very soon. 

With regard to this measure there are 
various rumours afloat, and, if correct, the 
bill will contain surprises. In addition 
to dealing with the supervision of road 
and rail transport, it is said that the bill 
may make drastic changes in relation to 
the Great Southern Railway Company. 
What these are cannot be stated at 
present, but it is indicated that there may 
be important changes in the relationship 
between the shareholders and the 
directorate. One report was that the 
Minister might take steps to have Govern- 
ment representatives on the Board. Other 
changes may have reference to the position 
of the baronial guarantecd lines. 

It seems that the Government will, if 
the proposals now being discussed area 
carried into effect, take a very close and 
intimate share in the general administra- 
tion of the company’s affairs. There may 
be an alteration in the period of appoint- 
ment of the directors, as well as other im- 
portant provisions, 


THE LABOUR PARTY. 


The members of the Labour Party in the 
Dail and Senate had a long meeting at 
Leinster House last evening. It is under- 
stood they were mainly concerned with the 
railway situation, which is giving them 
much concern at present. 

The Labour leaders, as might be ex- 
pected, are pressing the Government on 
various aspects of proposed legislation. 
While it is known that their main scheme 
of nationalisation of the entire Great 
Southern system will not be accepted, 
various plans are suggested with a view 
in some way to meet Labour’s views. 
Some of these are said to be quite novel 
and even fantastic. Labour will, however, 
be in a different position in regard to 
their demands in respect of conditions of 
employment, wages and such like. 

The whole subject of transport, which 
the new bill is intended to embrace, is so 
vast that it is not unlikely that two bills 
will be necessary, 

The directors of the Great Southern 
Railways have already submitted to the 
Government heads of legislation which 
they consider necessary for the future 
success of the concern. Some of these 
may be adopted.

NOTHER instalment of the Cereals 
Bill (which might with equal 
aptness have been spelt another way) 
went through the Committee stage yester- 
day in the Dail. 

One would like to think that the wheat, 
which is to spring up all over the twenty- 
six counties of the Free State as the result 
of this bill, would be as dry as the discus- 
sion and as prolific as the amendments 
which have impeded its path. After two 
days of Committee debate less than three- 
quarters of these amendments were 
cleared when the House rose last night. 

This debate occupied the whole of the 
sitting, except for the few minutes at the 
| when the Minister for Finance 
submitted a list of the emergency tariffs 
at present operating and informed the 
House of the Government’s intention to 
legislate soon to make these permanent. 
It was interesting to note that the policy 
of imperial preference is not being 
changed. 


THE INSPECTORS. 

What minor alterations there are in the 
previous schedules, it seems, are designed 
merely to clarify the position by detailing 
the incidence of the tariffs and so taking 
some of the responsibility off the shoulders 
of the Revenue Commissioners, 

Many of the amendments tabled by the 
Opposition to the Cereals Bill had a 
similar end in view, except that they were 
intended to restrict the discretion of the 
inspectors appointed as a result of the 
bill, instead of that of the Revenue Com- 
missioners. Mr. Lemass, who, with Dr. 
Ryan, had the unenviable task of piloting 
the bill through the House, was not dis- 
posed, however, to accept the principle in 
this case. ; 

He was quite content to rely on the 
“- reasonableness ’’ of the inspectors, and. 
when Mr. Dillon protested against a pro- 
vision which made any man who ran 
counter to the whims of a ‘particular 
inspector liable to penalties, he curtly 
suggested that any inspector who proved 
unreasonable might be removed by a 
reasonable Minister and replaced by a 
reasonable inspector. Mr. Dillon was not 
quite so easily satisfied. 

Neither was Mr. McGilligan. The ex- 
Minister for Industry and Commerce. 
pointed out that every law was 
made on the assumption that some 
persons would prove unreasonable. Mr. 
Lemass was too reasonable to deny that, if 
eyeryone were reasonable, it would not be 
necessary to have nearly so many laws, 
though, at the same time, he apparently 
saw no reason to accept the amendments. 


MINISTER’S DISCOVERY. 


Mr. Lemass found himself in many more 
corners during the day. On one occasion 
the best defence that he could think of for 
a ates in the bill was that it 
enshrined a principle followed by the late 
Government in another bill. This might 
have satisfied Cumann na nGaedheal, but 
again it did. not satisfy that scathing 
critic, Mr. Dillon, who exhorted the 
Minister to defend the bill on its merits. 

‘I can remember the time when the 
Minister used to wrap the green flag - und 
him,” he said, ' and that ended the argu- 
ment, Now, it seems,;s*he wraps = the 
Cumann na nGaedheal flag round him.” 

Faced with this charge, the. Minister 
decided that he would have done better to 
have left his point undefended. Accord- 
ingly, he took legal advice from the 
Attorney-General, and a moment later 
rose triumphantly in his seat to declare 
that he had been mistaken. This, after 
all, was not exactly the same procedure as 
Cumann na nGaedheal had followed, and, 
therefore, there was no need to accept the 
amendment. 


THE PRESIDENT’S 
PASSPORT.

MARKET. 


BETTER PRICES AND BIG 
CLEARANCE. 


Features of the Dublin Cattle Market 
yesterday were :— 

An improved demand for prime heavy- 
weight bullocks for the Scottish and Lon- 
don trade. 

An increase of Is. per cwt. live weight 
for well-finished, handy-weight heifers,

SCOTTISH HOME 
‘RULE. 
From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT, 


WESTMINSTER, Thursday. 
S IR ROBERT HORNE, in the House of 


Comimons, resumed the debate on the 
Address. Referring to the announce- 
ineut in the newspapers that we should be 
expected to pay what we owed to America 
in respect of our debt in December, he said 


that. he had no doubt that we ought to pay. 


In the first place, if Great Britain made 
default our prestige would suffer and it 
would be a disaster, not merely to us, but 
to the whole credit structure of the world, 
In the second place, he was convinced that 
for merely sordid considerations it would be 
better for us to pay. The question then 
arose, how should we pay? It ought to be 
done ‘by shipping bar gold. At the present 
moment there were £140,000,000 of gold in 
the Bank of England, and we had lived 
long enough off the gold standard to know 
that we need not be frightened by the 
asence of some of that gold. 

At the same time, the 
gold must not be allowed to, lead to 
a reduction of the monetary circulation. 
lf the result were to effect a great deflation 
in the country, it would be most harmful. 
‘Lhe Shipment of gold need not have any 
consequences upon the Budget, because the 
‘Sinking Fund might be suspended in so far 
as was necessary to enable us to pay the 
debt, © The possthility of the step he pro- 
posed ‘Jeading to a fall in the pound did not 
cause him the slightest anxiety. If the pound 
dropped to. three dollars, or even below that 
level. this country would still find the pound 
a very convenient. medium of exchange. The 
fact was thet we should then be in a position 
to take less imports; and rely more upon our 
own manufacturers. It would give more 
employment and help our export trade. But 
whilst we had nothing to fear, he did not 
pretend that there were not disadvantages in 
the action which the American Government 
had taken. The real trouble was that it was 
4ielaying. the. revival of prosperity in the 
world, to whieh they were all entitled to 
look.

SCOTTISH HOME RULE, 


Turning, then, to the question of Home 
Tinle for Seotland, he said that those who 
advocated it complained that unemployment 
was worse in Scotland than in England, and 
it was. suggested that employment was looked 
after better by Parliament in England than 
in Scotland. That was a wholly fallacious 
view. Parliaments, whether in this country 
or other countries, were no cure for un- 
employment. Then it was said that industries 
were leaving Scotland and drifting South, 
That, again, was not a matter which de- 
pended upon Parhament. It was a purely 
economic question, and there was the same 
drifting from the North of England to the 
Scuth. A separate Parliament in Scotland 
would, in bis opinion, rather encourage the 
drift South than prevent it. Then it was 
said that Scotland was treated unfairly in 
regard to finance. He did not think that 
that view could be supported. 

Ho was convinced that any project for a 
separate Scottish Parliament would lessen 
‘Scottish influence in the House, and so lessen 
their prestige throughout the world; that he 
would give the last ounce of his strength to 
fight it. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Rhys Davies remarked that if there 
was to be devolution for Scotland, there must 
be devolution for Wales and for England. 

Mr. John- Buchan believed that every 
Scotsman was a Nationalist in the true sense, 
and if it could be proved that a separate 
Scottish Parliament. was desired by any 
substantial proportion of the Scottish people, 
they should be allowed to make the experi- 
ment. 

Sir Archibald Sinclair (late Secretary for 
Scotland) held that there was a demand 
from the Scottish people for Home Rule, and 
they should ba given the right to contro! 
their own domestic affairs. | 

Sir Godfrey Collins (Secretary for Scot- 
land) said that there was no doubt that the 
deep depression in Scotland had caused many 
minds to seek a solution of the problem by 
the setting up of a separate Parliament in 
Edinburgh, but, so far as the Government 


was concerned, Home Rule for Scotland was. 


an academic question, and in what. he had to 
say.he was expressing his own Individual 
views, He was of opinion that a separate 
Parliament in Scotland would be a definite 
handicap to the trade, industry, and well- 
being of Scotland as a whole, 
and a distinctly retrogressive step. 
He was, however, prepared to suggest that 
more power should be given to Scotland in 
the matter of private legislation, and he 
hoped to introduce shortly a bill dealing with 
this (subject. Another bill proposed would 
be one based on the Clyde Commission, with 
the object of expediting and cheapening liti- 
gation in the Court of Session. 

After further discussion, 

Mr. Skelton (Under-Secretary for Scot- 
land) said that he did not dispute that the 
time had arrived for changes in Scottish ad- 
ministration, but he.did not conform to 
the view that such changes must necessarily 
be accompanied by a separate legislature, As 
regards Home Rule, the test to be applied 
was whether the Union had been a failure 
or not.- Personally, he was satisfied that 
he Union, so far from being a failure from 


‘the point of view of Scotland, had been a 


very great success.

T ee was considerable surprise and un- 


easiness in the ranks of the unemployed 

in Dublin yesterday concerning the sug- 
estion, that the resolution adopted by the 
ublin Board of Public Assistance to in- 
crease the outdoor relief by 25 per cent. was 
illegal. A serious view of the situation has 
been taken by the Dublin Unemployed (Able- 
i Bodied) Men’s Association, which organised 
the deputation to the Guardians, that brought 
about the decision to increase the relief 
grants, and Mr. O'Neill, secretary of the 
Association told an /rish Times reporter 
yesterday that his Executive Committee in- 
tended to submit the matter to a legal advisor. 
It was pointed out by Mr. O'Neill that the 
legal advice given to the Board did not apply 
to the Special Relief Act of 1929, but to the 
Poor Law Relief Extension Act of 1847.

MANSION HOUSE QUEUES. 

Meanwhile the plight ot the destitute and 
poverty-stricken’ people continues unabated 
and poor people are ‘beseiging the Mansion 
House appealing to the Lord Mayor for 
assistance. 

Queues were waiting to see him every day, 
he said to an /rish 7'smes reporter yesterday, 
and their tales of woe and of their efforts to 
get sufficient food to keep themselves alive 
were most pitiful During the past few days 
the Lord Mayor and a small committee have 
sent circulars to the heads of nearly all the 
leading firms in Dublin asking them to try and 
employ at least a few more people. He was very 
pleased to say that the employers of Dublin 
had responded most generously to the appeal. 
As a result of the deputation to the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce it )s expected 
that a couple of hundred men will be em- 

loved within the next few. days by the 
Dublin Port and Docks Board. 

Speaking of the resolution adopted by the 
Dublin Board of Public Assistance to i- 
crease the scales of relief, the Lord Mayor 
said that, whether it was legal or illegal, addi- 
tional relief must be granted to the people, 
whose greatest problem at the moment was 


how to pay their rent. 


INCREASE OF £78,000. 
Mr. Condon, Clerk of the Dublin Union, 
states that, in spite of the number of reliel 
schemes that have been introduced in Dublin, 
the amount of money paid by the Dublin 
Board of Public Assistance is imcreasing.. At the 
present rate, when the new — eager uly 
brought into operation next week, the 
pe es ~ in the amount of «ash paid by the 
Board as compared with the corresponding 
period of last year would be about £1,50v. 
This would represent an mcrease In expendi- 
ture on cash relief of about £78,000 yearly. 

“ At this period of the year our expendi- 
ture usually decreases enormously,” he said, 
“but it is not so now, and the outlook for 
what we term the bad period of the new 
vear—January, February and March—is any- 
thing but bright. The new scale of relief 
will cost the Dublin ratepayers £300 more 
every week, and at the present time the 
amount of money paid by the Board weekly 
exceeds that paid out during the correspond- 
ing period of last year by £700. The num- 
ber of people receiving outdoor relief always 
increases shortly before Christmas, and i 
some of the proposals or demands made by 
the unemployed had been agreed to the 
amount of money. paid out in relief would be 
really colossal. During one of the Board's 
recent ‘good periods’ we overspent to the 
extent of £14,000.” : i 

In regard to the intention of the Dublin 
Unemployed (Able-Bodied) Mens Association 
to submit the matter of increasing relief to 
a legal adviser, he said that they would be 
merely wasting their money, for the Board of 
Public Assistance intended to proceed with 
the scheme. at 

“ As a matter of fact,” he said, “ relieving 
officers are working overtime on the matter 
at present. A lot of extra work will be laid 
on their shoulders, as every individual case 
will have to be inquired into before the 
Board can grant relief. More supervision will 
be necessary under the new arrangements, 
and it is expected that the staff will be 
increased.”” 

Other people interested in the unemploy- 
ment question and social work in Dublin 
express the, opinion that the increased burden 
that was being laid on the Dublin Board of 


; Public Assistance in spite of the large num- 
; ber of relief work schemes that had been 


started was due to the influx of people from 
country districts looking for work. One well- 
known citizen said that he had appealed to 
the unemployed in the country to stay in 
their own areas, as the unemployment and 
housing problems were more acute in Dublin 
than in any part of the country. ‘‘Evidently,” 
he remarked,”’ “this appeal has been 
ignored. '" 


FREE STATE EGG. 
LAYING TEST. 


BIRDS OF GOOD QUALITY. 


The first four-weekly report issued by the 
Free State Department of Agriculture in con- 
nection with the current Egg-Laying Com- 
petition at the Munster Institute, Cork, 
covers the period 12th October to 8th Novem- 
ber, Jt states that the birds accepted for the 
test were of equally good quality as those 
which competed in the previous one. . Among 
the heavy breeds it was encouraging to note 
the maintenance of the improvement in type, 
size and appearance generally, which was a 
marked feature in the 1931-32 Test, 

Judging from the White Leghorn entries it 
would appear that breeders have made great 
strides in the betterment of their stock. For 
the past few years the standard of quality of 
the entries of this breed was very low. This 
year, however, well-developed, large-bodied 
birds were the rule rather than the exception. 
Breeders should do their utmost, by continued 
selective breeding, to prevent any falling 
away from the high standard now attained. 

One outstanding fault among both light 
and heavy breeds was the prevalence of moult- 
ing. For the most part it was birds which 
had apparently been in production for some 
time previous to despatch that were respon- 
sible for this. | 
A little less than half of the birds were in 
rene at the commencement of the test; 

ut by the end of the period the number had 
considerably increased. 

The White Leghorns in Section I. had an 
excellent record for the month, which showed 
that the improvement in body-size had not 
been got at the expense of productive quali- 
ties.. 

Size of egg, though not quite so good as it 
was during the corresponding period of last 
test, was satisfactory. It is to be régretted, 
however, that in some cases the quality of the 
6g is not better. 

hree birds were cooped for broodiness 
during the four weeks, and five deaths were 
reco i 
In the Duck Section the birds in general 
wer quite satisfactory as regards type, size 
and appearance. The majority of them, how- 
ever, were slow to come on to production. 
Poor condition was partially the cause of this, 
while moulting also adversely affected the egg 
yield. | There was an appreciable improve- 
ment towards. the end of the period; but pen 
scores for the four weeks have been very low. 

Excluding eggs which were under the 
weight preseri for second er, and 
making allowance for the death of five 
pullets, the average egg yield per bird for 
each of the competing breeds was as follows:

EXPERIENCE. 
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BE story of how Mr. Victor Smith, the 
E young South African airman, spent five 

and a half days in the Sahara desert 
as the guest ofa wild nomadic. tribe, was 
given by him to a reporter in London last 
night soon .after his arrival,.on completion 
of his flight from South Africa, 

“I had been following the Niger,” he 
said, ‘‘on the West Coast reute of Africa, 
and I left it to fly to Gao by compass. 
Suddenly I found that the union, or joint, 
oi: the petrol feed connecting the main tank 
with the auxiliary tank had been ing 
steadily. Instead of having, as I thought 
about twenty-five gallons of petrol, al 1 
had was enough to keep me in the air for 
about ten minutes. I circled round to look 
for somewhere to land, and saw a pool of 
water beneath me. I landed there quite 
safely. ! 

“I saw no one at all until the next morn- 
ing. I had a good idea where I was, and 
that Dori was some sixty miles away. After 
twenty-four hours of this loneliness, a man 
who. was. naked, save for a few rags, and 
looked more like a' beast, peered cautiously 
at me from a distance. cae 

“The man approached very warily, and | 
gave him a note, in the hope he would take 
it to some white people. also gave him 
two francs, which seemed to please him very 
much. 

“The man turned out to be a slave of the 
Towregs, a fierce nomad tribe who prow! 
about French West Africa. The man went 
away with my note, and I was left alone 
until the following day. 


PROWLING LIONS, 


“Those two nights of loneliness were a 
terror. I don’t suppose I shall ever forget 
them. All through the night, while 1 tried 
to sleep, [I heard the roar of lions, and 
although they never came up to me, in the 
early morning I saw the spoors they had 
made not more than 200 yards away from 
where [ slept. On the first night I saw 
two lions prowling in the distance. It was 
enough to give anyone the creeps. They 
apparently had come for water. 

“ When the Touregs arrived I was greeted 
by three of-the chiefs on horseback. They 
appeared to be perfectly friendly and offered 
me soine goat's milk in -skins. I accepted 
it, of course, but I could not for the life of 
me drink it. When they were not looking 
I had te throw it away. The taste was 
terrible. 

“I think they thought I was a god. As 
they approached I switched on the navigation 
lights of my aeroplane, and they backed 
away in awe. One man made to touch the 
ae but his chief pushed him back, and 

pring the whole of the time I was with 
these strange people no one ever touched the 
aeroplane. 

“The Touregs took me to their encamp- 
ment, which was two or three miles away. 
Here they built me a hut—which simply 


meant running up four poles and putting two | 


on top for a roof, and covering it with a

kind of canvas. 

“ At last I made them understand that I 
wanted a message taken to the white people. 
The messenger rode away, and three days 
later I nearly went wild with joy when I 
saw the man return with two native French 
soldiers, ‘They brought me food—white 
man’s food—and sixteen gallons of petrol. 
The food was from the Commandant at Dori. 

“I tackled that food as if I had never 
eaten anything before. The petrol I poured 
quickly into my two sound tanks, and so the 
time came for me to say good-bye to my 
strange fnends. / 

‘‘As my ‘plane rose from the desert sand 
and soared ahove them I saw. them looking 
up with amazement in their eyes. I waved

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SMUGGLING ON THE 
BORDER.

WARNING BY REVENUE . 
COMMISSIONERS. 


On a number of occasions we have 
drawn attention to the prevalence of 
smuggling goods into the Irish Free State 
over the Free State-Northern Ireland 
border, and we publish to-day an adver- 
tisement of the Free State Revenue 
Commissioners, reminding the public of 
their legal obligation to declare all duti- 
able goods to the Customs officers on enter- 
ing the country. 

Since the Irish Free State was estab- 
lished heavy penalties have been imposed 
on smuyglers caught by Revenue officials, 
and the advertisement warns the public 
that evasion, or attempted evasion, 
of payment of duty is punishable 
with a penalty of £100, or, at the election 
of the Revenue Conimissioners, treble the 
duty paid valne of the goods. False de- 
clarations render the offender liable to a 
fine of £500, or imprisonment with or 
without hard labour for any term up to 
two years. Offenders against the Cus- 
toms Acts are liable to instarit arrest, and 
all dutiable goods not declared are for- 
feited to the State. 

Although cases of smuggling at the 
ports are comparatively rare, a consider- 
able quantity of contraband goods is 
conveyed into the Free State by way of 
the unapproved roads along the border, 
and it is considered likely that the Re- 
venue Commissioners may decide to 
strengthen the force of preventive officers 
employed to patrol the frontier, and 
maintain a closer  waich on roads and 
fields which offer access from Northern 
Iréland to the Free State.

STATEMENT OF MEN’S CASE. 


Mr, C. D.. Watters, opposing the applica- 
tion, said ‘that thé struggle was one to. decide 
wlio should bear the biggest sacrifice—the 
railway shareholders, or the workers who 
have put their lives into the industry. He 
suggested that since shareholders had drawn 
dividends that were valuable until 1913, and 
since there had been decreases among the 
workers, that now the workers should not be 
made to bear what must appear to be un- 
reasonable burdens. The companies’ pro- 
posals were set out, not to meet a situation in 
1932 nor 1933, but in 1934. 

Mr. Watters asserted that 66 Im cent, of 
the stocks bore an interest of 4 per cent., 
which was a good investment at the present 
time. i 

Ths men opnosing the application certainly 
objected to the companies’ advocate placing 
upon the men’s shoulders the effects of the 
tariff war between Great Britain and the 
Free State. As citizens they had an equal 
responsibility, and if the application were 
granted, he submitted that one section of the 
community would escape from a_ burden 
which would be thrown on to the shoulders 
of people less able to bear it. Most of the 
companies’ figures had been made up by the 
decrease in staff, which left those still in 
the employment of the railway in a more un- 
fortunate position than. they were formerly. 
An interesting fact which had been disclosed 
was that in the years from 1919 until 1951 
the shareholders in the Great Northern and 
Great Southern systems had extracted out of 
the industry over sixteen millions. 

The men in the railway industry had been 
compared with other men of the working 
classes. The railway man was, however, 
unique; he was only useful so long as he 
remained in the employment of the railway. 

Mr. Watters remarked on the infrequency 
of railway accidents in Ireland, which he said 
was a tribute to the workmen, The com- 
panies’ application, if granted, wemld lower 
the standard of living of 12,000 men and 
spread discontent and would have a 
tremendous effect, on the morale of the men 
in the industry. 

The workmen, he claimed, had given more 
to the railways than the people whom Mr. 
Morton represented. 


COMPETITIVE SERVICES. 

The people who were responsible for the 
railways, allowed competitive services to 
arise, and then had to pay exorbitant prices 
to buy them out, and now sought to impose 
on the workers. 

Mr. Watters claimed that when there were 
losses on sections which were outside the 
railway transport section proper the railway 
section was male to bear the burden, which 
was unfair, 

He then referred to a statement by Sir 
Walter Nugent, complimenting the workers 
on their work during the Eucharistic Con. 
gress, but added that Sir Walter a few days 
later sent round a letter concerning reduc- 
tions in grades. The companies’ proposals 
would mean that the bulk of Irish railway 
men would receive wages ranging from 30s. 
to 34s,, with no chances of promotion to 
higher scales,

ARMY CHAMPIONSHIPS. 


FLY-WEIGHT 


Army boxing championships neces- 

sitated an exceptionally long session 
in the Gymnasium, Portobello Barracks, last 
night, the proceedings being extended to 
11.50, and even then the programme was 
not completed, a number of contests having 
to be held over until this evening, when a 
resumption will be made at 7 o clock, s : 

It was a splendid entertainment, but 
while the boxxing in the lighter-weight grades 
was, on the whole, first class, the excitement 
did not really begin until the big men entered 
the ring, and then the big company had 
thrills in plenty. 

The feature, however, was the bantam- 
weight contest between the holder, Cadet 

A. Doyle, of Dublin University O.T.U., 
and the internationalist, Private L. Connolly, 
of the 7th Reserves, the latter of whom pro- 
vided the most sparking display of the-night. 
He simply peppered the holder right through 
the three rounds, and, although mueh the 
smaller, did not give Doyle a moment's 
respite, his two-handed work being quite 
brilliant at times, 

In the lighter divisions there were several 
brisk bouts, but, perhaps, the most exciting 
of them was the fight between Conboral 
O'Donnell (4th - Battalion), and Private 
Sherry (2nd Battalion), who fought it out 
ee ae in the light-weight. It 
was a rare mill, but the verdict in favour 
of O'Donnell had a mixed reception. In 
the same ver Private Jackson (órd) proved 
a rugged, hard-hitting fighter against Private 
McDonald (1st), who, however, stood up to 
him in grand style, and made an extremely 
interesting contest of it. 

Private Chase (4th) got through his bout in 
the feather-weight with Private J. Yeates 
(5th) rather easily; but it will be hard to 
stop Private J. Finn (2nd), who showed 
excellent form against Private Delaney 
(A.M.S.). The Munster champion, Private 
Brereton, also survived, with. the Connaught 
champion, Private Devlin (2nd), having a 
bye into the second round. The winner ot 
the title will deserve his Jaurels. 

A vigorous two-handed boxer is Private P. 
Maher, who revealed skill and punching 

ower in his welter-weicht contest with 
vorporal Penstone, whom he outclassed. 

The fight between Private Fulham (3rd) 
and Private M. Sweeney (7th Res.) in the 
same series was noteworthy for the manner 
in which Fulham took his punishment in the 
third round. He won the first two, but then 
Sweeney set about him, and, with a right 
and left to the head, had him almost out.

TEST PROBABLES IN 
STATE TEAM.

SYDNEY, Thursday. 


Holders of the Sheffield Shield and the 
strongest cricket State in the Commonwealth, 
New South Wales will oppose the M.C.C. to- 
morrow in a curtain-raiser to the first Test, 
which begins on the same ground a week 
later. Six of the thirteen players from whom 
the Australian Test team will be finally 
chosen are included in the New South Wales 
Al. They are—Bradman, Kippax, McCabe, 
Fingleton, O'Reilly and Oldfield. 

Kippax has found his best form with 
scores of 52 and 179. He has lost some of 
his early suppleness in the field, but is ‘still 
sound close in, and has a most accurate return 
to the wicket. 

Stan McCabe will be well remembered by 
English cricket followers for his many spark- 
ling displays for Woodfull’s team in England 
two years ago. His best knocks this season 
have been 56 and 91, while he has also shown 
good form with the ball. Against Queens- 
land in the Sheffield Shield competition he 
took four for 22 and one for 19. 

Fingleton'’s chance of playing in the first 
Test depends upon whether Ponsford’s injured 
ankle recovers in time. Fingleton, who is a 
journalist by profession, is a fine opening 
batsman, with a rock-solid defence oad good 
scoring strokes. For the combined XI. 
against the M.C.C. he made 29 and 63 not 
out at Perth. He is a brilliant field, with a 
throw-in like that of Duleepsinhji’s; he is 
looked upon as Ponsford’s successor in the 
Tests. 

QUICK RISE TO FAME. 


O'Reilly is one of the most interesting 
players the tourists will meet. His rise from 
obscurity to Test honours has been remark- 
able. At the beginning of the 1931-32 season 
he was unknown—by the end of it he had 
played for Australia in two Tests against the 
South Africans. A medium-paced right-hand 
bowler who can vary his pace with great 
skill, O'Reilly has shown fine form this 
season. His figures for the only two matches 
he has played im so far are nought for 36 and 
five for 81 against Victoria and three for 30 
and six for 36 against Queensland. 

The other members of the team are :—QO. 
Wendell Bill, 8. J. Hird, F. Cummins, W. 
Howell and H. J. T. Theak. 

Bill is a young opening batsman with an 
assured future. He has been a prolific scorer 
in club cricket, and scored 115 in his initial 
first-class match. Also a splendid fieldsman, 
Hird, one of Arthur Mailey’s proteges, scored 
a century in his last match. Nevertheless 
he has not realised expectations, although his 
natural ability is undoubted. Cumming is a 
relative of the famous Macartney. He is a 
free-scoring batsman and a fair medium-paced 
bowler. Howell can spin the ball on the best 
of wickets, but his length is inclined to be 
erratic. He is the son of the famous 
Australian bowler, who, while on tour in 
England, took all ten Surrey wickets. Theak 
is a fast but by no means express bowler, 
although he has all the advantages of height—

PASSPORTS. 
Mr. McGILLIGAN asked the Minister for 


External Affairs if he would state whether 
the Minister for External Affairs and other 
Ministers had, since their appointments, . re- 
ceived new passports; and, further, if he 
would state over whose signature the 
‘* Reqnest . .. in the name of His Majesty 
George V.... “” (on the inner cover of | 
their passports) was made; and if this Re- 
quest was not now made over the signature 
of the present Minister for External Affairs, 
why not; and when it was proposed to have 
his signature affixed. 

Mr. O’KELLY, replying, said that the 
Minister for Uxternal Affairs and another 
Minister had received new passports since 
their appointment. The request was still 
made over the name of the late Minister 
for External Affairs. A large quantity of

request forms had been printed in anticipa- 
tion of a much larger demand for passports 
than had, in effect, taken place. There 
still was in stock a considerable number of 
forms, and they intended to use them until 
at least the end of the year. 


ANNUITIES’ DISPUTE. 


In reply to Mr. McGILLIGAN, Mr. SEAN 
1. O’KELLY said that the full text of the | 
despateh of July 6 by the British Govern- | 
ment relative to the cqmposition of the 
tribunal to decide the land annuities dis- 
pute would be in the hands of deputies in 
a day or so. No special restrictions were 
sought to be imposed as to the composition 
of the tribunal beyond that of confining its 
membership to persons drawn from the 
States of the Commonwealth. It was be- 
cause of that restricting condition that the 
Kree State Government refused to accept it. 
The possibility, if there was one, 
of having a citizen of this State 


chairman would not make the tribunal more 
acceptable. The principle for which the 
Government stood in this controversy was 
that the tribunal to determine the dispute 
between the two States should be an inter- 
national tribunal—a tribunal selected with- 
out restriction as to the nationality of its 
members.

The 
policy of the Government had been to retain 
the land annuities in this country until such 
time as the British Government had estab- 
lished a valid claim for them. The Govern- 
ment always had declined to accept arbitra- 
tion by such a body. Neither had they in- 
voked the jurisdiction of the Permanent 
Court. In their view, the onus of invoking 
that jurisdiction lay upon the party making

Mr. McGILLIGAN asked was he to under- 
stand that no suggestion was made to utilise 
the Permanent Court. 

Mr. O’KELLY—Not by the Irish Free 
State. It is up to the party making a claim 
to bring forward a case.

Dr. RYAN, Minister for Agriculture, in 
reply to Mr. 8, Brodrick (Cumann na 
nGaedheal, Galway), said that the question 
of the payment of a bounty on the export of 
sheep had been fully considered by him, but 
in view of the more urgent requirements, in 
respect of bounties, of other branches of the 
agricultural industry, and having regard also 
to the amount of funds available for the pay- 
ment of bounties, he had not seen his way to 
recommend to the Executive Council the pay- 
ment of the bounty on sheep. He had not 
been approached by representatives of sheep 
owners with a view to the payment of such a 
bounty. 

Mr. BRODRICK asked if it was the de- 
clared policy of the Minister to cripple the 
industry. If it was, he would remind the 
from the Minister for 
Lands and Fisheries in regard to defaulting 
annuitants in County Galway. 

Mr. HOGAN (C. na nG., Galway) asked 
why not put a bounty on sheep as well as 
turkeys.
